Various 
statements have been made in relation to 
the amoun: of pressure produced by the 
burning of gunpowder, but the best ex- 
periments that we have seen any account | 
of, were made by some of the officers of 
our army. Little cylinders furnished 
with solid pistons, and coutaiuing oil, were 
inserted in the metul of the gun, opening | 
at right angles into the bore, so that the | 
pressure of the gases would drive in the 
piston, compressing the oil. An arrang- | 
ment was wade by which the piston 
marked the distance to which it was forced 
into the cyliuder, thus registering the com- 
pression. The force required to compress 
the oil to the same extent was afterwards 
ascertained by means of a lever and 
weight. The pressure in the several 
parts of the bore was thus measured, and 
was found to be about 25,000 Ibs. to the 
square inch near the breech and to dimin- 
ish rapidly towards the muzzle.— Scien- 
tific American,

If the men continue 
to refuse the liberal offers made to them 
all the great coutractors will close their 
yards egain, as in 1857, and some 45,000 
men will at once be out of employment. 
At present, only the men of Messrs. 
Lucas, Kelk, Sir Morton [eto, and 
Messrs. Smith are out. It is computed 
that the increased wages vow offered in- 
volve a sacrifice on the part of Messrs. 
Lucas of £14,000 on the contracts they 
have taken. They were never in a worse 
condition for going on astrike. Prepar- 
ations are being made for importing 
workmen from Belgium, where wages are 
twenty-five per cent lower. The masters 
are compelled to adopt extreme measures, 
as, during the great strike, it is computed 
that, on contracts and in other ways, 
they lost nearly £800,000.

WASHINGTON. 


Northern troops contioued to arrive at 
Washington without obstruction.

Five employees at the Washington 
navy-yard had been arrested—they were 
found filling the shells with sand, they 
were to be tried, and if convicted, would 
be shot.

for. 

No fortifications on cither side of the 
Potomac er Chesapeake Bay were in the 
tands of the secessionists.
